MEASURE FOR DEMOLITION 


OF OLD CITY BUILDING 


Goes Over to Next Meeting When It 


Will Again Come Up For a Third or 


Final Reading in Council 


Chamber 


CITY SOLICITOR SCORES MEMBERS FOR THEIR ACTION 


Claims City Will Be Subject to Heavy Penalty if State 


w Marshal's Orders are Not Heeded—The First 
Meeting Held in New Quarters of Council in 


the Trust Building. 


Fear for the success of the sub-way 


proposition was blamed for the delay 
in passing legislation at the first Oc- 
tober meeting of the city council for 
the destruction of the old city hall 
building in compliance with an order 
from the state fire marshal's 
office. 


The resolution authorizing the service 
director to raze the building was up 
for its second reading. A motion to 
lay the bill on the table was lost by 
a tie vote, Messrs. Keller. Payne, 
Prior and Stasel favoring the motion. 
Messrs. Baker, Muenz. Beckman and 
Dwyer voted against tabling the meas- 
ure. Mr. Muenz ottered a motion to 
suspend the rules, place the bill on its 
third reading and final passage, but 
this motion to suspend rules was lost. 
Messrs. Dwyer, Keller. Payne. Prior 
and Stasel opposing this move. The 
measure will come up for its third 
reading at the next meeting of coun- 
cil when it will be defeated on final 
passage unless there is a change • of 
Heart on the part of some of the coun- 
cilmen. 
City Solicitor Jones took this op- 


portunity to score the councilnien on 
their failure .to adopt the 
measure. 


"I want to make a statement here and 
now," said Mr. Jones, '"so none of you 
can say at any time that the council 
was not sufficiently advised in this 
matter beforehand. 
"This building has been condemned 


by the state fire marshal and his ac- 
tion is supported in law. A penalty 
is provided for each day after the time 
limit expires that the building re- 
mains standing 
In addition to this, 


the fire marshal is empowered to de- 
stroy the building with his own men. 
which will be more expensive to the 
city than if the work is done by our 
own officials. 


"The building has been vacated and 


there is no valid excuse why it should 
remain standing." 


Several councilmen talked on the 


matter, some holding that the meas- 
ure was not specific enough and that 
some provision should have been made 
for the service -director to receive bids 
for. the building or for the destruction, 
of it. One declared that the building 
was as good as it ever was and that 
"twenty traction engines couldn't pall 
it down." 


Another declared that the build- 


ing was worthless and that no one 
would offer a nickle for tne structure 
as it stands. It is understood that the 
service director can use most of the 
material in the building for smaller 


structures used by the city in various 
ways. 
Monday iiight's meeting was the 


first held in the new council chamber 
on the second floor of the Trust build- 
ing. All members of council were 
present with the exception of 
Mr. 


Dayton, of the Sixth "Ward. He was 
excused. Clerk Franklin was also ab- 
sent The council elected Mr. Baker, 
clerk pro tern, and Mr. Baker depu- 
tized Service Director McCarthy to 
act as clerk. Mr. McCarthy served 
several years as council clerk so the 
dudes were not strange to him. 


After the reading of the minutes, 


by acting Clerk James McCarthy, the 
council settled down to business.

OF KANSAS DIES 


AT A RIPE AGE 


Topeka, Kas., Oct. S.—William A 


Peffer, 81 years o"ld, farmer, teach 
er, lawyer, statesman and soldier 
died of apoplexy at Grenola, Kansas 
yesterday. He had suffered from the 
shock following the amputation of a 
leg. 


Senator Peffer, noted, among oth 
er things, for his luxuriant growth 
of •whiskers, which reached below 
his waistband, was elected to the 
United States senate by the firs 
Populist legislature of Kansas. H 
was born in Pennsylvania, and a 
the age of 15 was teaching school 
working on his father s farm in th 
summers. 


In 1853 he moVed 
to Indiana 
where he was engaged in farming 
Moving to Illinois he enlisted as a 
private in the Eighty-third Illinois 
infantry in 1862, and in June, 1865 
mustered out under rank of Lieu 
tenant. 


Senator Peffer began the practice 


of law at_ Glarksville, Tenn., in Au- 
gust, 1865. 
He later moved to Kan 
sas and established 
the Fredonia 


Journal and the Cofeyville Journal 
He was a member of the Kansas Sen 
ate in 1874 and Republican Presi 
dential elector in 1880. From 1891 
to 1897 he was a United States sen- 
ator, having been elected by the Peo- 
ples' party.

COUNCIL FAILS TO PASS 


MEASURE FOR DEMOLITION 


OF OLD CITY BUILDING 


Goes Over to Next Meeting When It 


Will Again Come Dp For a Third or 


Final Reading in Council 


Chamber 


CITY SOLICITOR SCORES MEMBERS FOR THEIR ACTION 


Claims City Will Be Subject to Heavy Penalty if State 


Fire Marshal's Orders are Not Heeded—The First 


Meeting Held in New Quarters of Council in 


the Trust Building. 


Fear for the success of the sub-way 


proposition was blamed for ihe delay 
in passing legislation at the first Oc- 
tober meeting of the city council for 
the destruction of the old city hall 
building in compliance with an order 
from the state fire niarshal's 
office. 


The resolution authorizing the service 
director 10 raze the building was up 
for its second reading- A motion to 
lay the bill on the table was lost by 
a tie vote, Messrs. K>l!^r. Payne, 
Prior and Stasei favoring the motion. 
Messrs. Baker. Muenz. Beekm'an and 
Dwyer voted against tabling the meas- 
ure. Mr. Muenz offered a motion to 
suspend the rules, place the bill on its 
third reading and final passage, but 
this motion to suspend rules was lost, 
Messrs. Dwyer, Keller, Payne. 
Prior 


and Stasei opposing this move. The 
measure will come up for its third 
reading at the next meeting of coun- 
cil «hen it will be defeated on final 
passage unless there is a change of 
Heart on the part of some of the coun- 
cilmen. 


Cfty Solicitor -Tones took this OD- 


portunity to score the councilmen on 
their failure to adopt the 
measure. 


"I want to make a statement here and 
now," said Mr. Jones, '"so none of you 
can say at any time that the council 
was not sufficiently advised in this 
matter beforehand. 


"This building has been condemned 


by the state fire marshal and his ac- 
tion is supported in law. A penalty 
is provided for each day after the time 
limit expires that the building re- 
mains standing. In addition to this. 
the fire marshal is empowered to de- 
stroy the building with his own men, 
which will be more expensive to the 
city than if the work is done by our 
own officials. 


"The building has been vacated and 


there is no valid excuse why it should 
remain standing." 


Several councilmen talked on the 


matter, some holding that the meas- 
ure was not specific enough and that 
some provision should ha\e been made 
for the service -director to receive bids 
for. the building or for the destruction, 
of "it. One declared that the building 
was as good as it ever was and that 
"twenty traction engines couldn't pul! 
it down." 


Another declared that the build- 


ing was worthless and that no one 
would offer a nickle for tae structure 
as it stands. It is understood that the 
service director can use most of the 
material in the building for smaller 


structures used by the city in various 
•ways. 


Monday night's meeting was the 


first held in the new council chamber 
on the second floor of the Trust build- 
ing. All members of council were 
present with the exception of 
Mr. 


Dayton, of the Sixth "Ward. He was 
excused. Clerk Franklin was also ab- 
sent. The council elected Mr. Baker, 
clerk pro tern, and Mr. Baker depu- 
tized Service Director McCarthy to 
act as clerk. Mr. McCarthy served 
several years as council clerk so the 
duties were not strange to him.

Peffer, 81 years old, farmer, teach 
er, lawyer, statesman and soldier 
died of apoplexy at Grenola, Kansas 
yesterday. He had suffered from the 
shock following the amputation of a 
leg. 


Senator Peffer, noted, among oth- 
er things, for his luxuriant growth 
of whiskers, which reached below 
his waistband, was elected to the 
United States senate by the firs 
Populist legislature of Kansas. He 
was born in Pennsylvania, and a 
the age of 15 was teaching school 
working on his father s farm in th 
summers. 


In 1853 he moved 
to Indiana 


where he was engaged in farming 
Moving to Illinois he enlisted as 
private in the Eighty-third Illinois 
infantry in 1862, and in June, 1S65 
mustered out under rank of Lieu 
tenant. 


Senator Peffer began the practice

Journal and the Cofeyville Journal 
He was a member of the Kansas Sen 
ate in 1874 and Republican Presi- 
dential elector in 18SO. From 1S91 
to 1897 he was a United States sen- 
ator, having been elected by the Peo- 
ples' party.

Tell him-what you have Just seen. 
Tell Mm also that I have 70,000 fol- 
lowers who are Teady to obey me to 
the death. Ask him If he thinks he 
can make me pay tribute or own any 
sultan as my lord." 


This is but one of a hundred dra- 


matic tales told of Hassan-ben-Sabah, 
known and dreaded all over the world 
as "The Old Man of the Mountains." 
His title was Sheikal-Jebal, "Sheik" 
meaning "chief," "boss," or "old man." 
(Even In those days the "boss" was 
apparently called "the old man.") 


Hassan was the founder of a strange, 


fanatical sect, whom he formed into 
a sort of mock religious order, and 
whom he controlled with seemingly 
supernatural tricks, by hopes of a 
gaudy paradise and by confusing their 
minds with false theology. In this 
•way he made them his -obedient 
slaves, eager to do his bidding and to 
die at his command. 


As a lad. In a Persian school, Has- 


san formed a partnership with two of 
his classmates, Omar and Nizam. 
They agreed that whichever of them 
might In later years rise to power 
should befriend the- other two. Nizam 
became Grand Vizier of Persia. He- 
gave a court pension to Omar (who IE 
best known to posterity 
as 
Omar 


Khayyam, author of "The Rubaiyat"), 
and to Hassan he offered high office. 
Hassan used Nizam as a stepping 
stcne to his own success, then mur- 
dered him and his son. ' 


Nest he captured a series of moun- 


tain fortresses in Syrifc, Egypt and 
Persia and began his terrible rule. 
He induced young men to join him by 
inviting them to Ms castle, drugging 
them with hashish and letting them 
come to their senses in a 'wonderfully 
beautiful garden. 
There, after a 


•glimpse of the place's derlghts, they 
were again drugged and carried back 
to the castle. On coming' to their 
senses they were told they had really 
visited Paradise in a vision and that 
aU its joys should one day be theirs 
if they would serve Hassan faithfully. 


These fanatics were sent forth to 


slay all Hassan's foes or any other 
persons 'whom he thought it best to 
get rid of. The Old Man's name be- 
came a horror, everywhere. 


The Sultan strove to crush Hassan 


—and was mysteriously killed.. Other 
potentates sought the assassin's de- 
struction. Each met -with a like fate. 
Armed forces of the government were 
driven back from the strong mountain 
castles. Individual fees died, leavicg" 
no clue to their slayers. Xo precau- 
tion could save a victim. Prom his 
eyrie on the hilltops the grim old man 
of the mountains sent forth his mur- 
derous emissaries on their fearful mis- 
sions. For a man marked by them 
for death there was no hope. Once, 
the Sultan, Sanjar, -who had vowed 
the assassin's ruin, awoke in the 
morning to find a dagegr sticking ia 
the floor beside his bed. . On tie 
weapon was a scroll to the effect that, 
! next time, the blow would be struck 
! closer. The Sultan promptly made 
J peace with Hassan. 
1 
Had the old man of the mountains j 


confined h5s- atrocities to the •whole- 
sale killing of his own enemies, he 


1 would have passed into history as a 
| fanatical monster; not as a mere 
blackguard. But he is said to have 
reaped a very tidy profit from his 
crimes. Rulers and men of note paid 
him huge sums to bur their own 
safety. 
Others paid hfin equally 


large amounts to murder their private 
or political enemies. 


Hassan's two sons displeased him 


and he killed them with as little re- 


j gret as though they had been stran- 
jgers. He also wrought havoc in the 
ranks of the Crusaders. At last, in 
1124, at the age of 90, he died. The 
horrible "Order" that he had formed 
was later destroyed and Its chiefs 
were put to death.

Europeans Propose 


New Route to 


South America 


While European maritime nations 


are feverishly preparing to take ad- 
vantage of the opening of the Panama 
Canal, another gigantic project is on 
foot to further increase the firm hold 
that Europe already has on South 
American trade. This scheme, which 
will also open a rich section of north- 
western Africa to European exploita- 
tion, wll! oe discussed at a meeting of 
English, German, Spanish and French 
commissions called "for today by the 
Swiss government, which has under- 
taken the task of keeping the peace 
between the powers interested. 


If this project is carried out—and 


only the jealousy of rival nations may- 
prevent—Paris and Brazil will be 
brought within six daj-s of each other. 
The new land and sea route would, it 
is alleged, practically put an end to 
all trade between the United States 
and the countries on the Atlantic sea- 
board of South America. The proposal 
is of .Spanish origin, but has assumed 
international character, and it is un- 
derstood that the Rothschilds and oth- 
er influential financial groups have 
promised all the money necessary.

zil and Argentina, the promoters of 
the plan assert that it has many other 
merits. It would open up all of west- 
ern Morocco, Senegal, Gambia and 
Guinea, and would reduce the time by 
about half to South Africa, the Kongo 
and Liberia.
